A recent report m ade by G. 'V. Je s­ 
sup, agent of the Fris<*o in Comanche, 
stated th a t fifteen cars of eggs and 
nine cars of live poultry had 
been 
shipped over th a t road from Coman 
he sinee the first of this year. 
The eggs run 400 cases to the car, 
w ith 30 dozen to the case. 
T he poul­ 
try runs about 18,000 pounds to the 
oar. 
A little figuring will begin to 
aw aken any one to the m agnitude th a t 
the poultry industry Is assum ing in 
this Im m ediate section. 
In addition to the figures here giv­ 
en, a few ears have been shipped over 
the Cotton B elt and la rg e quantities 
have been shipped daily throughout 
the year by express. 
Also large ship­ 
m ents are being m ade continually by 
truck to I>e Leon and other points.
